(Committee on rules reported as follows: 
Ur. Speaker : 
Your committee on Rules for the government of the House, 


beg leave to report the following rules, and recommend their adop- 
tion : . 


No. 1—Speaker. The Speaker shall take the chair at the time 
to which the House stands adjourned, and the House shall then be 
called to order, the roll called, and the names of absentees shall be 
entered upon the journal of the House. 


In case the Speaker is absent, or fails from any cause to take 
the chair, the House shall appoint a Speaker pro tem. 


No. 2— Quorum. Upon the appearance of a quorum the Jour- 
nal of the preceding day shall be read by the Clerk, and any mis- 
takes therein may be corrected by the House. 


No. 3—Order. The Speaker shall preserve order and decorum, 
and shall decide questions of order, subject to an appeal to the 


House. 


No. 4—Speuker shall Vote. The Speaker shall vote on all ques- 
tions taken by yeas and nays (except upon appeals from his own 
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decision), and in all elections and divisions called for by any mem- 
ber. 


No. 5—HHembers shall Remain Seated. When the House ad- 
journs, the members shall keep their seats until the Speaker an- 
nounces the adjournment. 


No. 6—Proper Decorum. Every member, previous to speaking, 
shall rise from his seat, and respectfully address himself to the 
Speaker. 


No. 1— Two or More. When two or more members rise at once, 
the Speaker shall designate the member who is first to speak, but in 
all cases the member who shall first rise and address the chair shall 
speak first. 


No. 8—Not to Speak More than Twice. No member shall speak 
more than twice on the same subject, without leave of the House, 
nor more than once until every member choosing to speak on the 
question pending, shall-have spoken. 


No. 9—JAfotion to be Seconded. No motion shall be debated 
or put unless the same shall be seconded. It shall be stated by the 
Speaker, and any such motion shall be reduced to writing if the 
Speaker or any member shall desire it. 


No. 10—Aotion in Possession of the House. After any motion 
shall be stated by the Speaker it shall be in possession of the House, 
’ but may be withdrawn at any time before amendment or decision; 
hut all motions, resolutions, or amendments shall be entered upon 
the Journal, whether they are rejected or adopted. 

No. 11—Debate. When a question is under debate no motion 
shall be received, except: 1st. To adjourn. 2d. To lay on the ta- 
ble. 8d. For the previous questions. 4th. To postpone to a day cer- 
tain. Sth. To commit to a standing committee. 6th. To commit 
mit to select committee. 7th To amend. 8th. To postpone indefi- 
nitely. And these several motions shall have precedence in the or- 
der in which they stand arranged, and a call of the House may be 
made hy a demand of two members. 


No. 12--Adjournment. A motion to adjourn shall always be in 
order, except when a member is addressing the chair, or a vote is be- 
ing taken ; that, and the motion to lay on the table, shall be received 
‘without dehate. 


_ No. 13—Previous Question. The previous question shall be in 
this form; “Shall the main question be now put?” It shall only 
He 
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be admitted when demanded by a majority of the members present, 
and its effect shall be to put an end to all debate, and bring the 
House to a direct vote upon the amendments reported by a com- 
mittee, if any, upon pending amendments, and then upon the main 
question. 

On a motion for the previous question, and prior to the second- 
ing of the same, one call of the House shall be in order, but after a 
majority shall have seconded such motion, no call shall be in order 
prior to a decision of the main question. l 


L] 

No. 14— same. When, on taking the previous question,: the 
House shall decide that the main question shall not now be put, the 
main question shall remain as the question before the House, in the 
same stage of proceedings as before the previous question was made. 


No. 15—Jneidental Questions. All incidental questions of or- 
der, arising after a motion is made for the previous question, during 
the pending of such motion, or after the House shall have determin- 
ed that the main question shall now be put, shall he decided, 
whether on appeal or otherwise, without debate. 


No. 16—Fetitions. Petitions, memorials, and other papers ad- 
dressed to the House, shall be presented by the Speaker, or by a 
member in his place. 


No.17 Voting. Every member who shall be present before the 
vote is declared from the chair, and no other, shall vote for or 
against the same, unless the House shall exeuse him; or unless 
he is immediately interested in the question, in which case he shall 
not vote. 


No. 18 When the Question is being put. When the Speaker 
is putting the question, no member shall walk out of or across 
the hall; nor when a member is speaking shall any person entertain 
any private discourse, or pass between him and the chair. 


No. 19 Several Points. If the question in debate contains 
several points, any member may have the same divided. 


No. 20 Members Called to Order. A member called to order 
shall immediately sit down, unless he desires to explain, after which 
he shall take his seat until the point of order be decided by the 
chair, which shall be final. unless the member desires to appeal, in 
which case he shall have the right to arise and ask the chair to put 
his motion to the Honse, whose duty it shall be to immediately com- 
ply; and the question shall be: * Shall the decision of the chair be 
sustained ?” 


No. 21 Introduction of Bills. Every bill shall be introduced

by a motion for leave, or by an order of the House, or on a report of 
a committee; and one day’s notice at least shall be given of a motion 
for leave to bring in a bill, unless two-thirds of the members present 
shall vote in favor of its being broughtin without such previous 
notice. 

Every notice for leave to bringin a bill (and every notice to 
bring in a bill), shall be in writing, and shall contain the title of the 


bil. 


No. 22. Bills Endorsed. Every bill, before being introduced, 
shall have endarsed thereon the title of the same, and every bil) and 
resolution shall have th-reon the name ofthe member introducing 
it; and when ordered by a committee, the name of such committee 
shall be endorsed thereon. 


. No. 28. Bills to be Read. All bills, memorials, or joint resolu- 
tions, shall be read at length, the first time for information, and if 
opposition be made to it, the question shall be: “ Shall this bill be 
rejected?” If no opposition be made, or if the motion to reject be 
lost, the bill shall go to its second reading, without a question. 


No. 24—Second Reading. All bills, memorials, or joint resolu- 
tions, on their second reading, shall be read by their title, and the 
question taken up on their commitment. amendment, or engross- 
ment, for a.third reading. 


No. 25— Third Reading. AlN bills, memorials, or joint resolu- 
tions, on their third reading, shall be read at length, and no amend- 
ments shall be in order except by unanimous consent of the House. 


No.26—Second and Third Readings. All bills, shall be read three 
times before their final passage, and may be read twice on the day of 
presentation, unless otherwise ordered; and no bill shall be passed 
unless it shall have been read once at length. 


No. 27—WNo Amendment. No motion or proposition on a subject 
different from-that under consideration, shall be admitted under 
color of amendment; no bill or resolution shall, at any time, be 
amended by annexing thereto, or Incorporating therewith, any other 
bill or resolution pending before the House. ` 


No. 28—Committee of the Whole. In forming a committee of 
the Whole House, the Speaker shall appoint a chairman to preside. 


- No. 29—Bills committed to the committee of the Whole House :

The following Message was received from the Governor: 
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Fellow Citizens of the Council and House of Representatives: 


The Thirteenth Legislative Assembly of Montana Territory assembles 
under more favorable auspices than any of its predecessors. The Territory, 
for the first time in its history, is free from indebtedness, and with a sur- 
plus of $14,005.90 in its treasury. The tax duplicate of the Territory has 
reached the sum of $33,211,319.12, and the revenue for Territorial purposes 
for 1882 was $90,863.47. The assessments of property for taxation in 1882 was 
$9,475,082.82 greater than that of 1881, and an increase of $14,601,517.12 since 
the adjournment of the last Legislative Assembly.* 


From the financial condition of the Territory your attention is called 
to that of the severai counties, whose aggregate indebtedness on the first 
day of March last reached the startling sum of $658,974.32, and five counties 
of the eleven increased their indebtedness during the year ending March 
Ist, 1882. I here repeat the language addressed to the Twelfth Legislative 
Assembly upon the subject: 


‘tT his exhibit is by no means a gratifying one, and is far from sustain- 
ing our boasted ability for local self-government. If our local indebtedness 
increases in the same ratio as heretofore, the Territory will not favorably 
impress Congress when she applies for admission into the Union as a State. 
This unfortunate condition of affairs cannot be attributed to our present 
form of Territorial government, or the system of appointments which has 
grown up under it, about which so much complaint is made, but must 
be chargeable to the people of the several counties in the capacity of citi- 
zens. I think much of the evil in county management results from the ac- 
tion of county commissioners in assuming legislative functions in paying 
pretended claims against the counties without authority of law. The Ter 
ritorial Auditor cannot draw a warrant for the payment of a claim against 
the Territory without express authority of-law. Now, why not apply this 
provisicn of law to county commissioners, and stop a leak which has done 
much to create the present indebtedness? I donot think county commis- 
sioners should be allowed so much, discretion, for bad men will take advan- 
tage of it to serve their own purposes and that of their partisans. Ifa dis- 
cretion is allowed, a maximum limit to such discretion should be fixed by 
law. 

The fees and salaries of district and county officers are far in excess of 
a reasonable compensation for the official services performed, and their re- 
duction should receive your immediate attention. An examination of 
county records will show that county officers generally receive salaries far 


in excess of any other officers in the Territory. For example, the county . 


clerks in some of the counties receive more compensation than the Judges 
of the Supreme Court, and in many of the counties the annual compensa- 
tion of the county treasurer’s is one thousand dollars larger than the salary 
of the Territorial Treasurer. The rémedy ìs in your hands, and I submit to 


you whether the substance of the people shall continue to be consumed in’ 


the payment of high salaries. A large local indebtedness and a high rate 
of taxation will deter immigration and seriously affect every industry of 
the Territory. The owners of live stock in many instances have changed 
their stock from counties where a high rate of taxation exists to those 
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where taxntion is less, and this change will go on until some of the coun- 
ties will_Have but little live stock on their tax duplicate. The counties 
having the smallest debt and the lowest rate of taxation will, and should 
be, the most prosperous. I have always favored a statute limiting the 
power of the several counties to contract a debt beyond a certain amount, 
and I trust you will concur with me if any new county is organized at the 
present session. 


In my opinion, every public officer should receive a fixed salary, and 
the whole system of compensation by fees should be abolished. The value 
of the services of clerks and sheriffs can be as easily estimated as can those 
of the Territorial Auditor and Treasurer, and when parties litigant are to be 
taxed with costs, let it be taxed in favor of the county, and collected from 
such party as the court may direct and under suitable regulations paid into 
the county treasury. The fees of clerks and sheriffs, heretofore charged 
against litigants, can, by a proper classification, be commuted to a fixed 
sum, and be paid into the county treasury on the certificate of the clerk. 
I believe this system to be both practicable and judicious, with respect to 
all officers who have heretofore been compensated in whole or in part by 
fees.” 


The people naturally turn to the law-making power for a removal of the 
burdens of taxation. The increase of revenue should reduce the burden, 
but under the present local management the expenditures are made to in- 
crease in the same ratio as the revenue. No people can prosper and pay 
the rate of taxation which is imposed upon property in many localities in 
the Territory; 3 per cent perannum taxation will repel the careful and frugal 
immigrant, and deter foreign capital from seeking investment in the Terri- 
tory Itis claimed that salaries have been reduced. I ask that they be 
further reduced, in order that the Commissioners of Lewis and Clarke 
county may be prevented from paying the sum of three thousand six hun- 
dred and sixty-four dollars and forty cents to the Assessor for not exceed- 
ing four months’ work in 1883. This sum was paid the Assessor of that 
county the past year. Tf this is a fair specimen of county management, 
any school boy can readily determine who consumes the hard-earned taxes 
of the people. As arule, the local authorities do not exercise the discre- 
tion conferred upon them by law to reduce expenses, but allow the maxi- 
mum. The Sheriff of Lewis and Clarke county is allowed the maximum, 
one dollar and twenty-five cents per day, for boarding prisoners, the county 
paying wages of the cook, and furnishing lights and fuel forthe jail. This 
allowance is in excess of charges at our best hotels and boarding houses, 
and the criminals could be as safely lodged thercin as they have been in the 
county jail during the past year, 

I respectfully recommend that the Legislative Assembly revise the list of 
taxable property, and place upon that list all property but public. This I 
believe to be the true principle of taxation, and I hope you will concur 
with me by placing all private property, now exempt, upon the tax list. _ 

I earnestly invite your attention to the question of taxation of railroad 
property. The property of railroad corporations should be made to share 
the burden of taxation the same as that of the individual citizen, and I suk- 
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mit to you the question whether any additional legislation is necessary in 
the premises. 

The law fixing the assessment of mining ground at the price paid the 
Government for the same should be repealed. No law should be passed 
fixing the valuation of property for taxation. Mining ground may have a 
surface value for agricultural, building or other purposes, and if so, should 
be taxed as other property. 


The number of insane receiving treatment at the expense of the Terri- 
tory is at this time 56. The contract has been continued at the rate of eight 
dollars per week per capita, and their treatment has been humane and sat- 
isfactory. I renew a former recommendation, that the Governor be au- 
thorized to appoint a reputable physician each quarter to make an exami- 
nation of the asylum and report fully the character of the medical and per- 
sonal treatment of the inmates, and make such recommendations as he 
may deem wise and proper, and that he be paid out of the Territorial treas- 
ury for such services, upon the certificate of the Governor. 


Sixty-seven convicts are at present confined in the United States peni- 
tentiary at Deer Lodge, at the expense of the Territory. The contract price 
for keeping them is seventy-five cents per day each. The present contract 
expires on the first day of August next. 


On the 18th day of July, 1882, I entered into a contract with Davidson 
& Baldwin for the labor of ten convicts for the period of two years, at fifty 
cents per day for each convict. The amount received for convict labor for 
the past fiscal year was $601.29. 


The report of pardons granted since the adjournment of the last Assem- 
bly is submitted for your information. I also transmit the reports showing 
the condition of the two divisions of the Territorial Library and the report 
of the Historical Society. I ask for these reports your careful considera- 
tion, and I recommend that $200 additional be appropriated annually for 
the use of the Miscellaneous Division of the Library to pay for subscrip- 
tions and binding of newspapers and the purchase of additional books. I 
commend this division to your favorable consideration. 

I herewith transmit reports of the Auditor and Treasurer for years ending 
December 31, 1881, and December 31, 1882. These reports contain a comu- 
plete statement of the financial condition of the Territory, together with 
the receipts and expenditures since December 31, 1880. Hon. J. P. Wool- 
man, Territorial Auditor, and Hon. D. H, Weston, Territorial Treasurer, 
have so honestly and efficiently performed the duties of their respective 
offices as to entitle them to my sincere thanks, and I commend them as 
worthy of the continued confidence of the people. 

The statistical returns of county assessors are so manifestly incorrect 
that the statistical report is valueless. I recommend such additional legis- 
lation as will compel the assessors _to_ collect the statistics required by law. 
I regard this as one of the most important duties of an assessor, and he 
should not be permitted to disregard it. 


Your attention is called to the failure of county officers to make the re- 
ports required of them by law. Territorial officers are embarrassed and de- 
layed in the preparation of their reports by reason of these failures, and 
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you should provide a penalty for officers who fail or refuse to make reports 
at the time required by law. 


The report of the Superintendent of Publie Instruction will be submit- 
ted to the Legislative Assembly by that officer. Prof. Howey has made a 
most competent officer, performing every duty with zeal and efficiency, 
and merits the thanks of the people. The report will show the number of 
absentees of school age to be very large. The publie provides for schools | 
for all, and they should be required to avail themselves of their benefits, | 
T recommend the enactment of a law requiring the attendance of all chil- } 
dren of school age. Iam aware that such a law would be considered arbi- | 
trary, but is not more so than to require citizens who have no children to } 
pay a school tax. The school fund is created to educate all classes at the } 
public expense, and the taxpayer has aright to demand that every child į 
should attend school. 3 


Your attention is called to the fact that it will require an act of the § 
Legislative Assembly to transfer the amount from the warrant fund to the { 
sinking fund, necessary to redeem the outstanding bonds of the Territory. § 
The subject should receive your immediate attention. 


The large and increasing business of Fire Insurance in this Territory § 
requires such additional legislation as will fully protect the people from ir- § 
responsible companies. No company should be permitted to do business § 
in the Territory until it can show a high standard of solvency. 


I earnestly recommend the enactinent of a law enforcing the observ- § 
ance of the first day of the week as a day of rest,

Mr. Speaker : 


The minority of your Committee on the Judiciary having fully 
considered H. B. No. 1,“ An Act to amend an Act concerning Sten- 
ographers,” and having disagreed with the majority of the Committee, 
beg leave to submit this their minority report recommending the 
passage of the bill. 

The only objections urged against this bill are objections founded 
solely upon grounds of economy. The bill provides only for $350.00 
per annum as a salary which, when compared with the enormous 
compensation generally paid county officials, divests it of all sem- 
blance of extravagance. We are of the opinion that a Stenographer 
is a necessity in our courts, and should be provided by the public, re- 
vardless of a reasonable expense. But we are not prepared to admit 
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that the employment of a short-hand reporter is an extravagance, 
but on the contrary assert that it is a measure of economy, and that, 
as such, this hill should recommend itself favorably to the legislature, 
We believe that the time consumed by attorneys in noting testimony, 
and the consequent delay occasioned to the court, imposes upon the 
county an additional expense far in excess of the salary proposed in 
this bill for a Stenographer; and it is a self-evident fact that the em- 
ployment of a reporter would hasten the determination of litigation, 
which fact of itself—admitting the expense—demands of the people 
the expenditure of so inconsiderable a sum as this bill proposes. 

We suggest as a further reason for the passage of the bill, that. 
wilhout-permanent employment Stenographers do not attend the sit- 
tings of the courts, and consequently, in important civil cases, the 
services of areporter cannot, ordinarily, be secured, although litigants 
would be willing to pay therefor. As a consequence, under the pres- 
ent order of things, stenography is so poorly paid as to discourage, 
and almost prohibit the calling. 

We are, therefore, of the opinion that, as a matter of economy 
to the Counties, as a matter of justice to litigants, and as a matter of 
encouragement to the art of stenography—which is certainly a laud- 
able purpose—this bill should pass.

Your Committee on Territorial Affairs, to whom was referred H. 
B. No. 19, “An Act to provide for the better observance of Sunday as 
a day of rest,” have considered said bill, and a minority of said com- 
mittee are of opinion that it snpplies a growing want in this Terri- 
tory, and meets the wishes of a ies class of our population, whose 
views on measures, affecting themselves at least, are deserving of 
serious consideration at the hands of the law-making power. We | 
allude to the young business men of our cities. and towns. ; 

While in theory we allow every citizen to regulate the matier of 
his own observance or non-observance of Sunday as a day of rest, yet 
capital has and does, in the absence of some regulation of law. such 
as this bill provides, dictate to labor when and for how long it may 
rest. As well can the employee in the civil service refuse to comply 
with the request for a contribution for political purposes made by the 
party in power, as labor in the unorganized condition in which it is 
usually found in a new or sparsely settled country. refuse to make Sun- 
day the connecting link that shall shut out all rest from the unceasing 
battle with time that man wages well when he bears its brunt for 
six days in the week. And yet, in face of the ery for rest for over- 
worked humanity that comes from the ranks of labor up to legislative: 
halls, each year growing louder and more importunate, we hear from 
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some the accusing ery of bigotry, Puritanism, curtailment of consti- 
tutional rights. And gentlemen desire that justice shall look through 
their glasses at these ghosts that their imagination has conjured up. 

A minority of your committee, without entering into any discus- 
sion as to the origin of the custom of observing Suuday, simply sub- 
mit that such origin has somewhat of foundation in the necessities of 
our nature; that the Sunday that secures rest is pre-eminently the 
poor man’s day; that in the influence it exerts and in the spirit in 
which it is observed it is distinctly an American institution, and as . 
such should be carefully guarded; that provisions such as this Lill 
contemplates do not, as one of the reports on said bill would have us 
believe, require any religious observance of the day, a statement 
fully sustained by United States Courts in decisions upholding laws 
of this character that prevail in most, if not all, of the older settled 
States, 

With this brief reference to what we conceive to be meritorious 
features in this bill, a minority of your committee recommend that it 
do pass.

A minority of your committee, to whom was referred H, B. No. 
19, “A bill for the better observance of Sunday,” make the following . 
report: That they have given the matter their careful attention, and 
tind that the custom of observing Sunday as a day of rest is, and has 
beea, from time immemorial, a religious rite or ceremony, and was 
originally an institution of Paganism, and had been for ages before 
the Mosaic law purported to have been written. 

That in the ancient days of the Christian Church a very large 
majority of its adherents denied the binding force of the Mosaic law, 
and disearded the observance of Sunday as well as some other Jewish 
rites and customs, and that through the influence of the clergy, who 
eould not be reconciled to such a loss of power, Constantine was in- 
duced to re-establish the observance of Sunday, which he did by an 
edict issued in the year, A. D., 321. The edict of Constantine was as 
follows: 

“Let all judges and all people of the towns rest, and all the 
various trades he suspended. on the venerable day of the Sun. Those - 
who live in the country. however, may freely, and without fault, at- 
tend to the enltivation of the fields, lest, with the loss of favorable 
opportunity, the commodities offered by Divine Providence should 
-be destroyed.” Thus centuries of the Christian era passed away be- 
fore the Sunday was observed by the Christian Church as a Sabbath. 
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During the sixth century, the Council of Orleans recommended the 
observance of Sunday as the Sabbath by all classes, and from that 
time until the seventeenth century the day, once consecrated to the 
orb of light, was gradually overspread with the thick clouds of theo- 
logical gloom. In Great Britain, and the American colonies in par- 
ticular, the most rigid observance of the day was enjoined. No 
amusement was innocent, the face of art was veiled, the tongue of 
music was silenced, every avenue of social enjoyment.and rational 
happiness was barricaded, with the intent of making of the Sabbat 

a prison, with places of public worship as a prison yard. i ` 


A minority of your committee believe that the government has 
nothing to do with religious beliefs and opinions; that to enforce the 
observance òf this custom upon those who refuse to accept the religi- 
ous system of which it is a part, is a subversion of the principles upon 
which our government is based. i l 

That the moral conduct of its citizens is all that rightfully con- 
cerns it. 

That the Christian Sabbath is not a moral, but a religious insti- 
tution, and as such belongs to the Church and not to the State. 

That against such a law every honest man ought to protest. 


That justice would not be subserved by’ the enforcement of such 
law; that whatever is a wrong on Monday is a wrong on Sunday, and 
whatever is lawful on Monday cannot, in justice, be unlawful on 
Sunday. fae 4, | 
That every one has a tight to determine for himself, not only 
which shall be his sacred day, but also in what mannerit shall be 
observed; that the people of this country should be allowed to enjoy 
that entire civil and religius freedom which the genius of our consti- 
tution guarantees them. 


That education is leading us forth step by step from the gloomy 
Puritunical prison, in which we have been intellectually enslaved. 
into the grand palace of nature; that these old dogmas and supersti- 
tions are fast crumbling to decay before an advanced and higher 
education and civilization, and not ambitious to be found supporting 
the tottering edifice, we recommend that the bill do not pass.

(GENTLEMEN: I respectfully return House bill No. 5, entitled “An 
Act to provide for the formation of building Associations,” withoul 
my signature, and with my objections. f 

Section 1 of the bill proposed is as follows: * Corporations may 
be organized for the erection of buildings and making other improve- 
ments on real property.” 

Section 7 is as follows: * The provisions of Chapter XV, Arti- 
ele J, of the Fifth Subdivision of the Revised Statutes of Montana, 
except the provisions of Section 255 and 260 of said Chapter, shall 
apply to all corporations created under the provisions of this Act.” 

The Sections 255 and 260 thus excepted in the preceding para 
graph, are safeguards against the abuse of some of tle enormow 
powers given by Article I, Chapter XV, Fifth Division Revised Stat- 
utes, which Article, by the House bill herewith returned, is made a 
part of the bill, so that the bill presented to me with the title of * An 
Act to provide for the formation of building associations,” allows all 
other improvements on real property. under a sweeping statute ol 
forty-eight Sections, deprived of two Important safeguards to the 

ublic. 
The safeguards in the excepted Sections are important. One ol 
them, in Section 255, is that until the stock of a corporation is fully 
paid up the stockholders shall be liable. The other, in Section 260, is 
that * No loan of money shall be made by any such company to any 


` 
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stockholder therein.” .But the bill returned without my signature, 
though claiming all the vast powers contained in Article I, Chapter 
XV, of the Revised Statutes, except these two Sections, provides that 
“Stockholders shall be especially favored in loans,” and that the 
capital need not be paid up for “ten years” without any liability of 
the stockholders, i. e., without any of that security to the public which 
Chapter XV, Article I, provides. The bill is, therefore, in my judg- 
ment, a vague and possibly an enormous supplement to a sweeping 
statute already existing, and a supplement deprived of two import- 
ant safeguards which are an offset to its ‘great powers granted to cor- 
porations, i - : 

Without dwelling on other objections that occur to me, I will 
mention one. Section 5 of the bill returned provides as follows: “In- 
stallments paid on shares of stock held in any such corporations, by 
a married woman an executor, administrator or minor, may, in the 
discretion. of the board of directors, and with the consent of such 
married woman, executor, administrator or is guardian of such: mi- 
nor, be repaid to such married woman, executor, administrator, or to 
the guardian of such minor, and the same shall be a valid payment, 
and the shares of stock on which such repayments have been made, 
cancelled.” Section 2 of the returned bill empowersa corporation to 
borrow money, i. e., run in debt. Section 265, of Article I, Chapter 
XY, revised Statutes, enacts that capital stock shall not be reduced, 
if its debts exceed the amount of the capital so reduced, and that its 
debts shall be diminished in proportion, if above it. Though, of 
course, nothing was further from the minds of the honorable Legisla- 
ture than injustice, more powerful machinery cannot well be devised 
than is found in three preceding paragraphs, and the “ten years”. 
limit for paying up capital to wrong creditors and feeble investors, if 
the corporation proposed by the bill should not succeed. Or to freeze 
out “married woman,” “minors,” and all ces tut squé trusts if it 
should be desirable to limit the fortunate stockholders to a small 
number behing the scenes. The power of incurring debt and the 
vague power of assessment provided in Section 3, of the returned 
bill, may be made engines of terror to extort * consent.” Because 
the purpose expressed in the simple title of the returned bill may he © 
easily effected by adding, with some. slight additional legislation, 
“building corporations” to the class of industries provided for by 
Article I, Chapter XV, Fifth Division Revised Statutes of Montana, 
without the objectionable features that deter me, I very respectfully 
return House bill No. 5 without my signature.

That A. W. Tanner, in the year 1872, was deputy sheriff in and 
for Gallatin County, M. T., as messenger, in obediance to ‘a requisi- 
tion issued by the Governor of Montana to the Governor of Ohio for 
the arest of one Augustus Callahan, against whom there was an in 
dietment for grand larceny, in Gallatin County, of this Territory, 


went to Columbus, Ohio, and from thence as messenger to convey a>. 


warrant to the sheriff of Ross County, in said State of Ohio; that he 
did deliver the ‘warrant of the Governor of Ohio to the sheriff of 
Ross County, at tne town of Chillacothe, the county seat of said 
(County. - , 

The sheriff was unable to find the party designated in the war- 
rant, and Mr. Tanner was compelled to return without him. Soon 
after the return of Tanner the sheriff of Gallatin County, one John 
C. Guy, applied to the Governor of this Territory for the pay for the 
performance for said duty cmtemplated in the requisition, which 
amounted, under the laws then existing, to the sum of $1,933.60, or 
thereabouts. Co - 

The Governor asked, as a favor, that, in consideration of certain 
charges having been made against him in the matter of a previous 
requisition which he had issued, that Sherif Guy would present his 
claim to the Legislature, soon to convene, with assurance that the 
relief sought would meet his endorsement and approval. The claim 
was presented to the Legislative Assembly in 1878. and at two sub- 
sequent sessions. : i 

The first two sesssions the claim was made in the name of J. C. 
Guy, and the next in the name of A. W. Tanner; that all tbeir ef- 
forts, from some cause, failed to secure the relief prayed for, and that 
in the year 1877 Mr. Tanner appealed to the courts for a mandamus 
to compel payment of his claim. The statement of: E. W. Toole, is, 
the court held that as to issuing of mandamus that the length oftime 
intervening from the date of service to the time of bringing suit was 
such that they declined to issue mandamus, but says both district and 
supreme courts held that as to the statutes of limitation the claim 
was not barred, but granting or refusing writ was a mattér of dis- 
cretion with the court. a 

Mr. Tanner represents to us that his actual expenses incurred in 
the trips of which .Re~showed an itemized account, amounted to 
$578.08, on which, were he allowed simple interest at the rate of six 
per cent per annum since 1872, the interest and original expenditure 
would amount, at this time, to $946.56. . 

The claim of Mr. Tanner presented to the Legislative Assembly 
was for the amount of $1.000.00 which, it would appear, After much

deliberation, lhas been amended to read $800.00, and as so amended, 
has unanamously passed the Council.

GENTLEMEN: H. B. No. 69 is very respectfully returned without 
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my signature, for the reason that in my opinion the interests of the 
Territory and the tax-payers are not sufficiently guarded. In some 
of the older States it is not uncommon for deaf mute pupils to travel 
with or without escort, 50 miles or more daily, to attend school. Ido 
not find in Chapter XIX, Fifth Division, General Laws of Montana, 
nor in the bill returned, which proposes an addition to that chapter, 
any positive evidence that a residence in the institutions for deat’ 
mutes or blind children is required. The words “placed in” may 
perhaps express the intention of such residence, and may control. 
But this is not clear to my mind, and I fear that, when children live 
near such an institution, or when from increasing railroad facilities 
transportation to and from home to school becomes easy, a claim for 
daily travel and escort may be set up, unless the intention of the 
Legislature that residence in the, Institute is expected be made more 
explicit.

” A minority of your Special Committee on Council bill No. 27 beg. 
leave to report that: At the Twelfth Legislative Assembly of the 
Territory a bill was passed by the Council authorizing the County 
Commissioners of Meagher County to issue bonds in the sum of 
twenty thousand dollars to enable them to erect a Court House and 
jail and provide the same with necessary and proper furniture. This 
bil] was opposed by the member of the House of Representatives 
from Meagher County and many citizens thereof. The chief friends 
of the measure, who were residents of the town in which the buildings 
were to be constructed, having satisfied themselves that the bill could 
not become a law, made a compromise with its opponents. It was 
then agreed that the amount-should be reduced to the sum of ten 
thousand dollars, and that the Court House, jail and furniture should 
be procured for this amount. With this distinct understanding, the 
Act, approved February 22, 1881, was placed upon the statute books 
of Montana. 


The County Commissioners have issued bonds in the sum of ten 
thousand dollars, and a building, which is suitable for a Court House. 
has been erected. There is no jail, and no furniture has been bought 
under the Act, approved February 22,1881. The County Commis- 
sioners wish to buy iron or steel cells, which can be put in a building, 
ownel by the County, and near the Court House. They also desire 
to provide the Court House with furniture. It is estimated that the 
sum of five thousand dollars will be sufficient for these purposes. 


There is no necessity for any action by this Legislative Assembly 
to enable the County Commissioners to obtain these cells and furni- 
ture. Under the provisions of Art. II, Chap. XVI, of the Fifth Divi- 
sion of the Revised Statutes of Montana, the power of these officers 
is defined, and their authority to purchase desks, chairs, stoves, cells, 
and personal property, referred to in Council bill No. 27, is unques 
tioned. While subsequent events caused the expenditure of a greater 
sum in the erection of the Court House than the Act approved Fel- 
ruary 22, 1881, contemplated, nod further legislation.is required at this 
time respecting the jail and furniture.

GENTLEMEN: Since my first message circumstances of such grav- 
ity have arisen as to. require, in my opinion, your special considera- 
tion. f 

On the 22d of this month complaints were made to me of official 
corruption and neglect of duty on the part of the Board of County 
Commissioners of the County of Custer. It was represented to me 
that one (or two) of the members of the Board were not residents of 
Montana, that the plainest duties were neglected, and I was solicited 
hy a large body of citizens to remove the delinquents in order to pro- 
tect the County from inexcusable extravagance and even shameless 
plunder. The evidence, as presented to me by the deputy sheriff of 
the County. is hereby submitted.. On this appeal so strongly fortified 
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by respectable; names as to excite my grave solicitude for the tax- 
payers and our good name as a Territory. 

I consulted the Attorney General as to the power of the Execu- 
tive to remove County officers for gross malfeasance, and wasadvised 
by him, in the letter herewith submitted, that no such authority is 
vested in the Executive by the laws of this Territory. ' 

Inasmuch as jt is made the duty of the Executive to see that the 
laws are obeyed, the necessity of some correlative power seems to re- 
quire no proving. 

As I well know that your desire that all officials should do their 
duty is not surpassed by my own. I believe you will not be willing to 
adjourn your session without providing.some remedy for gross mal- 
feasance or neglect by County officers. The power of suspension or 
removal for just cause should be lodged where it can be effectively, 
promptly and honestly used for the public welfare, independently of 
personal, sectional or political considerations. I very respectfully 
leave the matter in your hands, but ask, with no small solicitude, for 
immediate action to supply what I think is an unusual omission in 
State or Territorial legislation.

provided. He is not entitled to extra compensation for furnishing

missioners to make up any deficiency out of the General fund. and a 
provision that the Treasurer shall receive half of one per cent. in ad- 
dition fo his salary or.fees now pertaining to his office. 

The Territorial Auditor’s statement shows that, although the 
County of Dawson has been organized but a short time, the assessed 
value has decreased over 56 per cent. I have no Knowledge ‘of the 
nature of the expenditure or the necessities which have created the 
demand for a permanent bonded debt in lieu of warrants. ar of the 
persons now holting these warrants. or of the rate at which they 
were purchased. I believe, however, that the laws now in force and 
the contingent fund will, with reasonable economy, provide for the 
County expenses, without funding the debt at present as proposed.

To the House of Feepresentatives : ; 


GENTLEMEN: I herewith respectfully return House bill No. 75, 
entitled “An Aet concerning the letting of service of convicts con- 
fined in the Territorial Penitentiary at Deer Lodge,” without my 
signature for the following reasons: 


The prices of labor in this County fluctuate so much, and the 
ideas of men as to possible crises in trade are so different, that no 
man, in my opinion, should be allowed to bind the Territory for ten 
years. Either the Territory may receive less than lahor is worth, or 
contractors, working at a loss on a long contract may seek to evade 
the loss in some way injurious to the convicts, though I think the 
limitation to ten hours is not suitable to a Penitentiary. 

Section 2 of the bill returned overlooks the possibility that there 
may be many convicts sentenced for less than three years, and that 
nine may remain uncontracted for, for want of the tenth; or it is 
ambiguous. The percentage retained by the Warden seems to me 
larger than is necessary. A fixed and liberal salary for a Warden is 
in my opinion much better than emoluments contingent on a good 
convict market. As the subject of cheap convict labor has became 
an important issue in many States, the Legislature may pardon a 
suggestion, that seems to me likely to remedy two opposing difficul- 
ties that environ the subject. Honest labor complains of cheap com- 
petition by criminals. Contractors say that bids must be low because 
the labor is insubordinate and uncertain. 

Now every Penitentiary should be reformatory. I think that if 
some small percentage of long convicts’ labor should be payable to 
himself, the standard of industry and character in the prison work- 
shops would be raised, and that if this percentage were received as a 
fund to be paid the convict on discharge, the little fund and the hab- 
its of industry formed in the Penitentiary would work such a real 
reform that convicts might become valuable citizens.

(GENTLEMEN: House bill No. 25. entitled “An Act in relation to 
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printing,” is herewith respectfully returned without my signature for 
the following reasons: 

The bill proposes to increase the compensation for public print- 
ing, and to change a.contract entered into between the Territory and 
printing contractors. If the proposition were made to diminish the 
payment agreed on, under said contract, which has yet nearly ten 
months to run, there would be a grave outcry as to the obligations of 
contracts. But we must recollect that the Territory is not an ab- 
straction. The Territory is a body of tax-paying citizens who must 
suffer by any change of contract that compels them to pay more than 
they have agreed to pay. 

There seems to be no reason for this change of the present con- 
tract, especially as rates of labor may be expected to assimulate to 
those of the older communities under the rapid settlement of the 
Territory. The chief compensation that Montana can obtdin for con- 
ferring a monoply of printing is in the cheapness òf the service, and 
I understand that other printers stand ready to do the public print- 
ing at rates lower than the bill proposes to pay, and even than those 
which the present contract provides. The radical defect in the bill, 
to the possible injury of the tax payers, lies also in the ambiguity of 
the words “ plain composition,” which may mean solid, leaded, or 
double leaded matter, to the possible great profit of the contractor. 
If the rates at the expiration of the contract do not suit the contract- 
or, he has the option of not continuing said obligation after the ex- 
piration of the present contract, i. e., January 1st,1884 Without 
specifying further, I feel constrained in the interests of economy to 
return the bill unsigned, as, in my opinion, injurious to the interests 
of one of the parties to the existing contract, the tax-paying citizens 
of the Territory.

The bill provides that any person ean appropriate water by 
posting a notice in writing at the place of intended diversion, by 
filing with the County Recorder, within twenty days, notice of. said 
appropriation; or. in other words, the same person may appropriate 
water at twenty different places in the Territory, at the same time, 
and before the sixty days expire in which he is to commence excava- 
ting, he ean sell and speculate in these rights to the disadvantage of 
the * bona-fide ™ settler. 


In my opinion our industrial enterprises are not sufficiently ad- 
vanced to justify a formal Legislative surrender of such sweeping 
powers to any citizen or corporation over the streams and rivers of 
this Territory. Exigencies of the future may arise requiring the Ter- 
ritory to recover, by purchase, by great cost then, rights of eminent 
domain over our streams which this bill confers, without limit, upon 
the first private appropriator who can use them for any purpose. 
however moderately useful to himself or the great public. 

Moreover, this bill offers no barrier to the fatai diversion of wa- 
ter from a stream stocked with food fish, or to pernicious mingling of 
waters.

To the Honorable, the House of Representatives : 


GENTLEMEN: House Bill No. 49 is respectfully returned without 
my signature, for the following reasons: 

The bill provides that the Governor shall appoint five sworn com- 
missioners, who must have some interest in some stock Range, to su- 
pervise, among other duties, interests common to all stock owners; 
that these commissioners shall appoint six unsworn subordinates as 
inspectors, at a maximum salary of one hundred and fifty dollars a 
month each, and place these inspectors at any point in, or out of the 
Territory, that the commissioners may deem fit; and that any one of 
these six unsworn subordinates may have authority to make arrests 
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without warrant, for offences not very clearly defined, and may com- - 
‘mand any citizen to assist in making such arrests, without warrant, 
under a maximum penalty of one hundred dollars for refusal to ren- 
der such assistance. f 

These provisions seem to me a grave menace to personal liberty, 
and suited rather to the exigencies of the past, than to any present. 
condition of the peaceful Territory of Montana. We are now under 
a stable government of order and law, with sworn officials, of pres- 
cribed duties and carefully guarded powers. The delegation to com- . 
missioners of an authority to appoint sworn subordinates, empowered 
to make arrests with warrant, is a considerable delegation of execu- 
tive or legislative power; but the sub-delegation of authority to un- 
sworn subordinates to make arrests without warrant, and according 
to their isresponsible judgment as to offences and offenders, is a step 
backward from the spirit of the free north-west, to the dangerous 
days of the star-chamber and the Stuarts. : 

Present statutes guard some, if not all of the interests, that the . 
bill would protect. For example, the illegal branding of stock, even 
“by mistake,” entitles the defrauded owner to thrice the value of the 
stock, while such branding, with intent to defrand, is punishable by 
imprisonment for a term of six months to five years. 


In legislation, as in machinery, nothing is stronger than its weak- - 
est part; and it seems to me more likely that some one of six un- 
sworn inspectors, armed with the tremendous power to arrest with- 
out warrant, may, commit ignorant, corrupt. or malicious wrong, than 
that a private owner, who can recover the value of three cattle for 
one illegally branded, even by .mistake,.should need for his protection 
any agency so menacing to personal liberty as this which the bill pro- 
vides. : 

I very respectfully submit my opinion that no legitimate benefit. 
likely to accrue to any stock owner, too negligent to protect his in- 
terest under present civil and criminal remedies, can compensate our 
community for the additional tax burden that the bill proposes to 
impose by a special levy of one-third of a mill on all the taxable 
property of this now rapidly growing Territory—rapidly growing un- 
less the fear of taxation and arbitrary arrest, without warrant, by un- 
sworn officials, should retard it.
